There’s an obscure case over in 
Berkeley that shouldn't be obscure, 
so far as labor is concerned.

Back in February of 1953 an 18- 
year-old UC student, Reuel S. Am- 
dur, distributed leaflets urging 
clemency for Julius and Ethel 
Bosenberg, who have since been 
executed as convicted atomie spies, 


The Berkeley City Council dis- 
approved the lad's request for per- 
mission to set up his leaflet table 
near Sather Gate, but Amdur went 
ahead anyway, He was arrested, 
convicted, and fined $25, 


The American Civil Liberties 
Union appealed the case for Am- 
dur, and the appellate division of 
the Alameda County Superior 
Court has granted him the right 
to a new trial.

Judge Wagler’s Point 

Every member of a labor union 
should pay careful heed to what 
Presiding Judge S. Victor Wagler 
said in upholding Amdur’s conten- 
tion that he had been wronged. 
Said Judge Wagler: ‘ 

“The City of Berkeley was under 
no duty to permit the use of tables 
on its sidewalks as an adjunct to 
the public forum—but if it has 
granted privilege to some, it may 
not deny the same privilege to 
others under similar circum- 
stances, merely because its offi- 
cials disagree with their views.” 


In other words, if “respectable” 
views in leaflets are allowed by the 
Berkeley City Council to be dis- 
tributed from tables set up at 
Sather Gate, then it’s up to the 
Berkeley City Council to come 
around to the uncomfortable fact 
that under our celebrated system 
of liberal democracy, we have to 
let views not so “respectable” be 
distributed also. 

How many of us really believe 
this? Thank heaven Judge Wagler 
does, at any rate.

Those Loudspeakers 

In that same Berkeley not so 
very long ago the City Council was 
monkeying around with the idea 
of passing an anti-loudspeaker 
ordinance. 

Now, loudspeakers can be a con- 
founded nuisance. But the officers 
of our Central Labor Council saw 
the danger at once. They know 
very well that if such an ordinance 
were set up, regulating the use of 
loudspeakers as proposed, the day 
would come when a labor union 
would be denied the use of a loud- 


speaker because “respectable” peo-| 


ple in seats of powers wished to. 
see the union licked. So the Cen- 
tral Labor Council protested vig- 
orously, and enough public senti- 
ment was aroused that the City 
Council backed off.

Congressman George P. Miller 
on March 1 asked a committee of 
Congress to recommend to the 
House that postal workers be 
granted “a base minimum increase 
of not less than $800 a year; this 
will just about bring postal salaries 
in line.” () 

The group before which he ap- 
peared was the House Post Office 
and Civil Service Committee, of 
which he was formerly a member. 
He is now on the Armed Services 
Committee. 


“The tendency of the Congress,” 
said Miller, “has been to let the 
cost of living run away from Fed- 
eral salaries, then to adjust them 
to meet the minimum difference. 

“This unhealthful policy and the 
jcurrent tendency of carping criti- 
cism of those who work for Gov- 
ernment has had a serious effect 
upon the esprit and morale of the 
workers. It has driven good men 
and women out of Government 
and made it increasingly hard to 
attract desirable people to Gov- 
ernment employment.”

Miller gave figures based on a 
survey made by one of the postal 
unions. This showed that of 294 
employees surveyed, 30.6% did 
part-time work on the side to 
make ends meet; 34% of the wives 
of other postal employees had to 
take jobs; of the 294 surveyed 
72.8% were more in debt at the 
|end of the year than at the begin- 
|ning, while less than 1% had re- 
jduced their debts; and 25% had 
{borrowed on their life insurance. 
Miller cited the monthly pay of 
;patrolmen and hosemen in 8 East 
Bay cities, showing that it ranges 
from $400 to $417 a month. 

“Compare this,” he said, “with 
postal clerks and carriers who 
start at $272.50 a month and after 
24 yes service may receive 
$364.17 a month.”

Council action came after a 
lengthy discussion of McClure’s 
“unsatisfactory” reply by letter to 
the BTC’s protest against the use 
of city firemen to do painting and 
other maintenance work in San 
Leandro firehouses, 

The council, in joint petition 
with the District Council of Paint- 
ers No. 16, had protested this mat- 
ter to the San Leandro city coun- 
cil about three weeks ago. 

In his letter to the BTC, McClure 
contended that it has.always been 
the practice in San Leandro to 
have firemen do all of the main- 
tenance work on the firehouse in- 
teriors. 

Rutledge took exception to this 
view declaring that “it certainly 
isn’t the general practice in other 
East Bay cities, including Oak- 
land. And I might add that there 
is nothing in the civil service code 
that requires firemen to be paint- 
ers, electricians or plumbers.” 


BLUE CARD PLAN 


Business Representative J. L. 
Childers informed the council this 
week that he was awaiting a re- 
ply from the California Depart- 
ment of Employment to a proposed 
plan for the reissuing of blue 
union cards. 

Childers said that he and Robert 
S. Ash, secretary of the Central 
Labor Council, had submitted their 
plan in writing early this week to 
William A. Burkett, Director of 
the State Department of Employ- 
ment. 

In their joint letter to Burkett, 
the council representati “i 


asked permission to try out their : 


blue card proposal “with a few of 
. to see if we could 
develop a closer arrangement be- 
tween your local office and our 
councils.” 

In short the proposal involves 
the issuing of blue cards to the 
members of a few locals. When 
any of these union men are dis- 
patched to a job, the union will 
pick up and hold the member's 
blue card and identification card, 

As long as the man is working, 
he won't be able to draw any un- 
employment insurance pay be- 
cause he will have to have both 
cards in his possesion to receive 
any unemployment checks. 

When the man completes his job, 
the union will return his cards 
after date-stamping them show- 
ing that he had reported to the 
union 

Ash and Childers also asked per- 
mission for union offices to carry 
Department of Employment claim 
forms so that union officers could 
help members fill them out prop- 
erly. 

HIGH FINANCE 

Childers interested the council 
delegates in a financial item he 
read in a recent issue of the mag- 
azine “Business Week”. 

The items contained the follow- 
ing information: 7 

1. Heavy construction awards 
nationwide are down 40 percent 
for the first 2 months of this year 
as compared to @ similar period

last year. 


2. Personal income in the U. S. 
dipped $5 billions in the past year. 

“It is interesting to note,” said 
Childers, “how that $5 billions drop 
in personal income was explained 
in the magazine. It seems that 
wages and salaries actually 
dropped $6.3 billions but it was 
balanced off by a rise in interest 
and dividends of $1.3 billions.” 
MORE INTEREST? 

Childers also pointed out another 
little known aspect of the U. 8. 
Housing Bill which President His- 
enhower recently urged Congress 
to pass. 

“Under the proposed housing 
bill,” Childers declared, “interest 
rates for loans will climb to 5 and 
6 percent from the present 4% per- 
cent. And remember that the inter- 
est rate on home loans was raised 
to 4'4 percent about six months 
ago. During President Truman’s 
term the interest-rate was only 4 
to 4% percent.”

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HOW TO BUY 


Save on Lawn Needs, Mowers

MARGOLIUS 


Now that over half the families in the country own their 
own homes, we're all learning how surprisingly cestly it is 
to maintain a lawn and some shrubbery. Good lawn seed is 
expensive, ig wort this year when it often costs $2.50 to 


$5 a pound. 

Sools and mowers are other 
expenses the homeowner has 
to contend with. 


You can save much of the cost 
if you know how and what to buy. 
You may pay as much as 20 to 40 
percent more for various fertilizers 
and other products under coined 
trade names when you could buy 
them under their ordinary chem- 
ical names at reasonable prices, 


The main point in buying these 
products is to carefully read the 
labels to see the actual chemical 
or other ingredients, and their 
strength. Don’t be fooled by larger- 
size packages either. For example, 
potassium cynanate is widely used 
as a crab-grass killer. One widely- 
sold brand is offered under a 
coined trade name in a larger can 
than several of the lesser-known, 
brands of potassium cynanate. 
But if you read the labels, you 
observe that the solution in the 
apparently bigger package is 
weaker, and you have to use more 
of it for the same area. Thus it 
turns out to be the most expensive 
brand. The more concentrated solu- 
tions go further, 


But you save most by buying 
potassium cynanate as such and 
not under brand names. The best 
place to buy this and other lawn! 
needs is in the farm-supply co-ops 
which can often be found in the 
rural areas bordering many towns 
and suburbs, like the G. L. F. co- 
operative stores in the Northeast, 
the Farmers Union-sponsored co- 
op stores, and many others main- 
tained by other suburban and rural 
cooperatives throughout the coun- 
try. 

DON’T BUY NAME! 

The same situation occurs in fer- 
tilizers. Many small homeowners 
buy several well-advertised brands 
in small packages at large prices. 
Retail prices of the same grade of 
fertilizer vary noticeably, but for 
home-lawn needs, one fertilizer is 
essentially the same as any other 
of the same grade, the N. Y. State 
College of Agriculture points out. 
Its lawn expert, John F. Cornman, 
notes that every package of ferti- 
lizer must be labeled to show the 
minimum analysis or grade of the 
three important fertilizer mate- 
rials. The widely-used “5-10-5” fer- 
tilizer contains five percent nitro- 
gen, ten percent phosphoric acid 
and five percent potash. 

So that’s what you want to buy 
—not a name. You can save as 
much as 40 percent of the cost of 
the brand-name fertilizers by read- 
ing the analysis on the package, 
and buying the lowest-priced one 
that supplies the desired chem- 
icals. 

Actually, 10-64 fertilizer is a 
better buy than 5-10-5 even though 
it cost more per pound, since you 
need only half the amount, 


SAME WITH SEED 

Similarly with lawn seed. It’s 
very expensive this year because 
of last year’s drought, so use it 
carefully, and read the label on the 
package to see actually what you 
are buying. Particularly compare 
the percentage of permanent 
grasses in each mixture as against 
the percentage of temporary 
grasses like rye. The mixtures con- 
tainifg higher percentage of per- 
manent grasses are more desir- 
able. In fact, the experts recom- 
mend never buying a mixture that 
contains less than 50 percent of

total permanent grasses as listed 
in the analysis. But you often find 
that one mixture for less money 
contains as much permanent grass 
as another for more money. 


It’s also important to select a 
mixture which contains a higher 
proportion of the particular per- 
manent grasses which have been 
found best adapted to the soil and 
growing conditions in your region, 
or to buy those particular seeds to 
make your own mixture. You can 
find out which is the best grass 
for your area by writing your 
state college of agriculture. 


LAWN MOWERS 

Now that power mowers have 
come down to more reasonable 
levels, an increasing number of 
small homeowners are showing in- 
terest in their possibilities for re- 
lieving the mowing chore. 

Power mowers are most desir- 
able for large open lawns. For the 
average small lot, or one heavily 
planted with shrubs and trees, a 
hand mower may still be more 
convenient. 

If you do want a power mower, 
the two chief kinds are the rotary 
and reel mowers. Rotary mowers 
have a flat blade that whirls paral- 
lel to the ground, and can cut tall 
weeds as well as grass, and trim 
closer to trees and walls. It is 
lighter than the reel type and thus 
easier to use on slopes. However, 
you do have to push most rotary 
mowers yourself, except for the 
costliest models, only the cutting 
blade, and not the wheels, is 
power-driven. On the reel type, the 
motor drives both wheels and 
blades so you need only steer. Thus 
the reel type is generally consid- 
ered easiest to use for the average 
home lawn. 


IELECTRIC MOWERS 

Electric lawn mowers are a lit- 
tle cheaper than gasoline-powered 
ones, and ‘generally require less 
servicing and no fueling. However 
the mower is limited by the length 
jof the extension, cord, generally 
100 feet, and is inconvenient to use 
for an irregularly-shaped lawn or 
jone with many shrubs or trees. 

In shopping reel-type gasoline 
Mowers, compare features in rela- 
tion to price. Look for a clutch 
jthat’s easy to engage and disen- 
gage, a sectioned roller and en- 
closed gears, and compare the en- 
igine horsepower. 
In hand mowers, those with at 
‘least four sets of ball bearings are 
easier to operate. Well-made hand 
mowers have two sets of ball 
bearings in the reel and two tr 
the roller. The best ones have six 
sets of bearings. Poorly-made ones 
have none, and thus are difficult 
to operate,

The National Labor Relations Board recently held in a 
3 to 1 decision that, as the AFL News Service summarizes it, 


a true craft group wants it and the union is one that tradi- 

tionally represents that craft.” 

’ The board also announced that it will grant separate 

representation—and here we are quoting the board’s own 

language—‘‘to certain departmental groups” which by tradi- 

tion and practice “have acquired craft-like characteristics.” 
AFL News Service reports: 

“The American Federation of Labor appeared in the case in 
support of the craft severance principle. However, two AFL affili- 
ates, the International Association of Machinists and the Interna- 
tional Chemical Workers, were in oppé@sition.” 


The majority opinion, answering the argument that in- 
creased concession to the craft severance principle would 
cause conflicts and reduce efficiency, said: 

“Whatever may be lost in maximum industrial efficiency 
...is more than compensated for by the gain in industrial 
democracy.”
